These are given in alphabetical order, and the article devoted 
to each enumerates the institutions, Literary and Scientific, the collections of the fine 
arts, the newspapers, and other periodical works, and the names of the publishers, 
book and music- sellers. The introduction to the present volume exhibits the state 
of the Bookselling trade in several of the countries of Europe and the United States 
of America, together with the laws relative to publication . — Foreign Quarterly . 

An excellent engraving of a portrait of the late Duke of Gordon, from a painting 
by Sanders, which was exhibited at Somerset House in 1834, has recently appeared. 
It represents the Duke in full Highland costume, as head of his clan, and is admira- 
bly characteristic. — Timet . 

M. Paulin, of Paris, has in the press a Catalogue of the French MSS. of the 
Royal Library. M. Robert, the librarian of the Library of St. Genevieve, is like- 
wise printing a catalogue of the MSS. under his charge.

Boswell has recorded a conversation between Dr. Johnson and Dr. Robertson, 
which may, in some respects, be taken as a key to the plan upon which “ The Pic- 
torial History of England'* will be written : — 

Johnson . — 44 1 have heard Henry’s 4 History of Britain ’ well spoken of : I am 
told it is carried on in separate divisions, as the civil, the military, the religious his- 
tory. I wish much to have one branch well done, and that js the history of manners, 
— of common life." 

Robertson. — 41 Henry should have applied his attention to that alone, which is 
enough for any man ; and he might have found a great deal scattered in various books, 
had he read solely with that view.” 

, The branch of history which Johnson desired to see well done,— the History of 
Common Life,— will constitute the peculiar feature of the new History of England 
which is now introduced to the public notice. Without applying our 44 attention to 
that alone,” — which would be to destroy much of the value of that branch in con- 
nexion with other branches which are usually held to constitute the whole of History, 
— it is our design to produce a History of the People, as well as a History of the 
Kingdom. We propose to pursue the investigation of the past condition and pro- 
gress of the country and its inhabitants in various interesting directions, to which the 
authors of the most popular of our existing English histories have only slightly and 
incidentally turned their regards. The narrative of political movements and changes, 
— of foreign and domestic wars, — of contests for power in which the people have 
only had to obey and suffer, — will be given with the fulness which the importance of 
these subjects demands. It will be derived throughout, as far as possible, from ori- 
ginal authorities, and other authentic monuments of the past, compared with, and read 
by the light of the latest inquiries by which the critical spirit of modern times has 
illustrated our ancient annals. But a large body of facts, not comprehended under 
this-head, but which form a most essential part of the moral and social history of our 
country, will also be presented by us in ample detail. The History of Common Life 
is the History of Civilization. It is a History much more difficult to trace than to 
describe the march of the conqueror, or speculate upon the intrigues of the states- 
man. The materials are 44 scattered in various books ;’* and they are sometimes un- 
satisfactory, from their scarcity, and sometimes embarrassing through their abund- 
ance. But they will amply repay the labour of their collection and exposition. With- 
out a knowledge of the facts which make up the History of the People, even mere 
political History is not always intelligible, and it certainly often loses the better part 
of its interest. These facts are indispensable to a true and complete representation 
of any age; they alone can show u its form and pressure,” or familiarize it to the 
imagination, and bring it around us like a real scene. The History of Common Life 
is; however, a larger and more elevated branch of History than has been usually con- 
sidered. It is the Histoiy of social improvement, — of much of legislation that is 
passed over or forgotten, — of the administration of the laws, — of the progress of

arts and of letters, — of the creation of national wealth, — of the gradual diffusion of 
the products of industry, whether exhibited in the food, the clothing, the buildings, 
the furniture, and the inter-communications of the masses of which a nation is com- 
posed.

The great Italian poet altered his Jerusalem, like Cowper, against his 
own judgement, in submission to his critics ; he made the alteration in the latter 
years of his life, and in a diseased state of mind ; and be proceeded upon the same 
prescribed rule of smoothing down his versification, and removing all the elisions. 
The consequence has been that the reconstructed poem is utterly neglected, and has 
rarely, if ever, been reprinted."

The British Museum.— The public are admitted to the British Museum on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays, between the hours of ten and four, from the 
7th of Sept, to the 1st of May; and between the hours of ten and seven, from the 
7th of May to the 1st of Sept. Persons applying for the purpose of study or research 
are admitted to the reading rooms every day, from nine o'clock in the morning until 
four in the afternoon, between the 7th of Sept, and the 1st of May ; and until seven 
in the evening, between the 7th of May and the 1st of Sept Artists are admitted to 
study in the galleries of sculpture every day, between the hours of nine and four, 
except Saturday. The Museum is closed between the 1st and 7th of Sept., and on 
Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, and Christmas- day, and also on any special fast or 
thanksgiving days ordered by authority. The number of persons admitted to view 
the British Museum was, in 1831, 99,912 ; in 1836, 383,167. The number of visits 
made to the reading rooms, for the purpose of study or research, was about 1,950 in 
1810; 62,360 in 1836. By artists and students to the galleries of sculpture, for the 
purpose of study, 4938 in 1831 ; 7,052 in 1830. To the print room, about 4,400 in 
1832 ; 2,916 in 1836.

There is now little doubt of this interesting subject 
being put on a satisfactory footing between these countries, and the example cannot 
fail to have its influence on other foreign governments, our own having already ex- 
pressed its readiness to enter into arrangements for the purpose." — Atkmamm . 

Paper. — At a Meeting of the Society of Arts, Mr. E. Cowper addressed the 
Society on the recent improvement in the Manufacture of Paper. In his observa- 
tions on the length which paper had been manufactured, he mentioned that one sheet 
had been completed which would reach four miles. , 

Newspaper Postage. — A Deputation from the Proprietors of Country News- 
papers, waited recently upon the Secretary to the Post Office and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, for the purpose of soliciting the entire exemption of Newspapers 
from the Penny Postage, or that at least the liability to such charge should be 
confined to delivery in the place of publication, when the Rt. Hon. T. S. Rice 
promised that a measure shall be introduced in the present session of parliament, 
to provide that the delivery of Newspapers shall be free, by all the Government 
Penny Posts, except within the limits of the place of publication of each News- 
paper. The Rt. Hon. Gentleman did net consider it practicable to enforce the free 
delivery, or to limit the rate of charge, by village or private Posts ; but the De- 
putation were informed, that the establishment of a Penny Post was never refused 
by the Post Office Dep ar t me n t w he n the D u mb e r of letters woe sufficient to defray 
two-thirds (and in some cases one-half) the expense of conveyance.

“ Edwin Landseer's master-piece, A Scene at Bolton Abbey in the Olden Time — 
the most perfect picture that the British school has produced — is engraved in mezzo- 
tint by Samuel Cousins, in a style as perfect as the painting itself. The picture, 
it will be remembered, was exhibited at the Royal Academy in 1834, where it won 
universal admiration.

Improvement in Bookbinding.— An improvement to supersede the use of Stitch- 
ing has just been made in the art of Bookbinding. Its alleged superiority consists in 
attaching the leaves to each other by means of a preparation of India rubber in a 
liquid state, which, from the elasticity of the connecting substance, will allow, the 
book to be opened much more freely and frilly. — Sunday Times. 

Philosophy of Morals. — An attachment to literary pursuits— a desire for tbe 
acquisition of knowledge in general — will, for tbe most part, be found to coexist with 
a virtuous turn of mina. Every species of literary, aa distinguished from scientific 
composition, is directly or indirectly didactic ; for, though vice way be propagated 
by books as well as virtue there is no branch of literature of which this is the nature;

has not a taste for literature (any more than a merchant, in calculating his profit^ 
has a turn for mathematics), but merely for literature, so far as it is a means of 
pampering his debased propensities. A taste for literature, then, is in general a tasty 
for the lesson of virtue. - Sun Paper.

— The first general meeting of thif ex- 
cellent Institution was held receutly at the Freemasons’ Tavern, for the purpose of 
receiving the report of a provisional committee appointed to frame rules and regula- 
tions for its government. Mr. Anderson, having been called to the chair, briefly 
stated the object of the association, which is, 44 to raise by subscription from tbe 
members, and by voluntary donations and bequests, a stock or fund, for making a 
benevolent provision for decayed or distressed members, and for the widows and 
children and nominees of members.” The association to be managed by 21 directors. 
The persons eligible to be members to be all editors of, all reporters for, and all paid 
contributors to, any stamped newspaper published in the Doited Kingdom, including 
the 44 Mirror of Parliament,” 44 Hansard’s Parliamentary Debates,” and any other 
publication containing original reports of proceedings in parliament, though not 
stamped newspapers. The annual subscription of members to be four guineas. One- 
third of the annual income to form tbe accumulation fund ; and two-tbirds of the 
amount of the annual subscriptions of members, and all the interest of the accumu- 
lated fund to be the available income of the association, for effecting the objects for 
which it is established. In the course of a conversation it yras stated that the society 
was not intended to be restricted to the metropolis, but would extend to the editors, 
reporters, and other paid contributors to all the journals in tbe United Kingdom.— 
The Directors, Trustees, and Auditors were elected by ballot, on the 22d ult.

** It is well known that Napoleon Buonaparte, during his successful career, used 
every exertion to form a Gallery of Pictures in Paris ; and that the assemblage which 
he brought together in the Louvre, soon surpassed, in value and extent, every thing 
of that kind that had. previously been witnessed. The account of the plans taken to 
amass and preserve this unparalleled collection, forms a curious and interesting episode 
in the history of Napoleon’s life. Amidst the din of war, and the progress of opera- 
tions which decided the fate of nations, this object was never overlooked, and the sur- 
render of pictures and statues was often made an indispensable condition in treaties 
which affected the lives and welfare of thousands. Certainly an equal number of these 
invaluable objects could not have been obtained by any other method than that adopted 
by Napoleon, and that method, as obviously, could never have been carried into effect, 
except under the peculiar combination of circumstances which then happened to exist. 
The works of the great masters are regarded as reflecting honour on the country which 
gave them birth, and to alienate or dispose of them as ordinary commodities of mar- 
ketable value, is considered little short of national degradation. But Napoleon had no 
desire to purchase them, even if that had been practicable ; the fortune of war had 
placed them completely within his reach. The steps of his victorious armies were at- 
tended by crowds of commissioners, artists, and savans, whose business it was to select 
what was most valuable ; and Europe witnessed, with equal surprise and indignation, 
the appropriation of a species of property which' the established usage of modern war- 
fare had hitherto held sacred. The different Italian campaigns transferred to the 
French the best productions of the mother country of modern art ; every Gallery of 
importance was laid under contribution ; the delivery of such as were public property, 
was expressly stipulated in treaties for peace ; and the violation of all the principles of 
international law was a consideration little likely to prevent the victorious general 
from seizing whatever suited his purposes in the possession of private individuals. A 
similar system was acted upon in every subsequent campaign made by the French, 
and their invasions extended to almost every country where the arts had .flourished. 
The collection formed by such means was necessarily of great extent, and its value was 
such as scarcely to admit of calculation. In making these unusual exactions, it is 
probable that Napoleon acted at first under instructions fiom the Directory, and these 
were too much in unison with his own schemes of policy, to be afterwards abandoned 
when he had the liberty of choice. They enabled him to present continual trophies of 
his victories to the eyes of the French nation, — to evince the advantages of military 
greatness, — and to raise a continual cloud of incense to the national vanity : thev sup- 
plied one of the means by which his consummate genius 4 wielded at will the fierce 
democracy *, whose authority was paramount at the outset of his career, and * or *§ 
continued too formidable not to be conciliated. It may, at the same time, be admitted, 
that he was actuated by a real desire to improve the arts of his own country. when 
the Duke of Modena offered £80,000 to redeem the celebrated St. Jerome of Cor- 
regio, and Buonaparte’s generals urged him to prefer the money : * No,’ said he, ‘ the 
duke’s two millions of francs would soon be spent ; but his Corregio will remain tor 
ages to adorn Paris, and inspire the Arts of France.’ ”
